Article 15 is to see if toe town will 
appropriate the sum of $125 for the 
payment of a second hand automobile 
now used by the fire department. Ar- 
ticle. 16 calls for an appropriation of 
J150. the town apportionment for the 
building of a new watch tower on 
Robin hill, in the town of Chelmsford. 
In article 17 the town is asked to ap- 
propriate the sum of 5100 for the fuel 
committee, while article 20 calls for 
an -appropriation for the preparation 
of statistics relating to Dracut persons 
in the war service. 


Article 21 is for the appropriation of

That is tbe trend of thousands of let- 
itcrs received in this country by moth- 
ers of boys at the front. And these 
mothers, who have written big, strong. 
comforting letters to their boys want 
to Know why the boys never got them 
and whose fault it is," said Congress- 
man John Jacob Rogers of the 
5th 
Massachusetts district to 
The 
Sun 


correspondent today.' 
Mr. Rogers introduced a resolution 


today asking that the iKistmaster- 
general be called upon to furnish cer- 
tain infornia*igtrTegarding 
the 
mail 


service between "the United States and 
the American soldiers in'Franco: "Ap- 
peals for better service are pouring in 
on me from mothers and wives who 
either fail to get letters from Prance, 
or. whose letters fail to reach the men 
in'foreign service. I think steps to 
improve the mail service should be 
taken at once, and that the govern- 
ment should send expert postofficc offi- 
cials aiiroad to sec what is needed 
and to secure proper distribution and 
improved mail service generally to our 
men wso are in France. I don't mean 
46 send merely additional 
postoflice 


employes, but 1 mean to 
send high 
class experts who will know how to 
deal with existing conditions and solve 
the problem, of their betterment. The 
matter of defective mail service was 
brought clearly to my attention when 
I was in France and England -within 
the .past two months. I had It first 
called to my attention tho day I left 
Paris to go to the Pershing headquar- 
ters. On the, train I chanced to be in 
the.compartment with four Massachu- 
setts men who are serving abroad in 
high capacitor- They one and all told 
the same story of delay, breaking open 
of packages, and often the complete 
failure of letters to reach their destin- 
ation, Tho boys are suffering many 
privations ?nd are thousands of miles 
from home. Tt is necessary for them 
to be cheered by home letters and to 
be'kept in touch with tho home life 
and home interests to preserve their 
morale. This is not entirely a matter 
of sentiment but of war efficiency, and 
the British government recognizes it 
to such an extent that the prompt de- 
livery of mail to soldiers in sendee is 
one of 'the first matters of considera- 
tion. Their system is so perfect that 
letters mailed in -England one .day 
reach the boys in camp the following 
day. Our method seems to be so im- 
perfect that letters are from six weeks 
to two months behind the proper time 
of delivery and frequently fail of de- 
livery at all. When 1 was in France i 
was permitted to see the workings of 
one of the postoffices where our boys' 
mail was handled. I found that the 
postmarks showed a 
delay 
of six

These are open covenants, freedom of 
the «w~c, ?-yi«lity in trade conditions 
among nations associating themselve 
for the maintenance of peace and in 
conditional way the reduction of at 
maments after all other questions or 
settled. But as to the evacuation 
occupied territory, the restoration 
conquered kingdoms, the independent' 
of Belgium, Poland, and in fact every 
other 
condition mentioned by Presi 


dent Wilson is scouted by Germany. 


The chancellor states that as the 


allies refused to take part in the peace 
negotiations with Russia, the bar- 
gaining' between Germany and Russia 
now concerns only these two nations. 
-As to Alsace and Lorraine, these prov- 


•"*lnces are held to be German and can- 


not, the chancellor holds, enter into 
the peace settlement. 
' Thus it appears that Germany will 
not yield anything for sake of peace, 
and therefore the allies must prepare 
for the final chapter-in the great war, 
one which in all probability will be the 
most terrible of all. 


The situation shows Germany great- 


ly strengthened by the withdrawal of 
Eussia, whose refusal to accept tha 
German terms amounts to nothing so 
long as tlie Russians are unable to 
defend their territory in arms. The 
cessation of hostilities gave Germany 
the opportunity she wantgrt to mass all 
her forces on the western front for a 
final effort to break through and go on 
to Paris.

TO STOP ADVERTISING FOOD 
House Bill No. 49S is the title of a 


bill now before the legislature, 
the 


purpose • of which is to prohibit the 
advertising of all food stuffs. 
It is 


difficult to understand the motive of 
such a measure inasmuch as the mer- 
chants who sell food have as 
much 


right to advertise as have the mer- 
chants' who sell cloth or shoes or 
hardware.

A duck doesn't mind the cold if she 


can keep her feet warm. There must 
be a dry shelter for the duck to BO 
to in rainy and wet weather. 
Ducks need more room than hens, 


for thev are constantly on the BO. and 
cannot "get 
the scratching exercise a 


hen receives in searching for food. 


Ducklings can be raised with mother 


hens Fewer duck eggs can be placed 
under a broody hen than chicken eggs. 
The first three weeks of a duckling s 
life is the most critical. After that it I

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GERMANY DEFIANT 


Germany, has replied seriatim to the 


fourteen ma-in points in 
the peace 


terms as laid down by President Wil- 
BOn and has peremptorily rejected all 
oC them except those which woold be 
advantageous 
to" the central powers. 


These are open covenants, freedom of 
the seas, equality in trade conditions 
among nations associating themselves 
for the maintenance of peace and in a 
conditional way the reduction of ar- 
maments after all other questions are 
settled. But as to the evacuation of 
occupied territory, the restoration of 
conquered kingdoms, the independence 
of Belgium, Poland, and in fact every 
other condition mentioned by Presi- 
dent Wilson is scouted by Germany. 


The chancellor states that as the 


allies refused to take part in Use peace 
negotiations with Russia, the 
bar- 


gaining" between Germany and Russia 
now concerns only these two nations. 
As to Alsace and Lorraine, these prov- 
inces are held to be German and can- 
not, the chancellor holds, enter into 
the peace settlement. 


Thus it appears that Germany •will 


Bdt yield anything for sake of peace 
and therefore the allies must prepare 
for the final chapter in the great war, 
one which in all probability will be the 
most terrible of . all. 


The situation shows Germany great- 


.ly strengthened by the withdravral ol 
Russia, whose refusal to accept the 
German terms amounts to nothing so 
long as the Bussians are unable to 
defend their territory in arras. The 
cessation of hostilities gave Germany 
the opportunity she wanted to mass all 
her forces on the western front for a 
final effort to break through and so on 
to Paris. 


Eastern Europe—crowned republics it 
might be in some cases, but in BO ease 
too much crowned—that we should 
joiii with these thus liberalized powers 
and with our allies and with the 
nentrals in one great League of Na- 
tions, trading freely with one another, 
guaranteeing each other freedom, and 
maintaining a world-wide pea.ce and 
disarmament and a new reign of law 
for mankind."

House Bill No.. 438 is the title of a 


bill now before the legislature, 
the 


purpose of which is to prohibit the 
advertising of all food stuffs. 
It is 


difficult to understand the motive of 
siich a measure inasmuch as the mer- 
chants who sell food have as 
much 


right to advertise as haTe the mer- 
chants who sell cloth or shoes or 
hardware. Moreover, the right to ad- 
vertise/ food or any other commodity 
legally' offered for sale, is. one which 
the legislature carmot take away from 
any citizen. As well might the general 
court forbid a man to put up a sign 
over the door of his place of business. 


Just read the text of this bill; 
"Section .1. It shall be unlawful to 


Advertise in any magazine, newspaper 
or printed circular,- or by billboards, 
electric signs* or other signs, 
oxcopt 
signs on the premises where the arti- 
cle is made or sold, tor the purpose 
of promoting the sale of any article 
of food. 
"Section 2. Any person directly or 
indirectly violating any provision of 
.this act shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars for 
each offence."

prices. This prevents stores that do 
not advertise from imposing on pur- 
chasers. Such advertising ia a means 
of keeping the prices of food down to 
the lowest level.

The price of 14% cents'a quart for 


trade was fixed recently by the fed- 
eral commission, Chairman Allen said, 
and dealers in Bosto n 
and 
vlcini ty 


were authorized to raise their prices. 
Dealers in Lowell and other places, he 
said, got hold of a Boston *~ruilk card'' 
which shows the. new prices, and have 
taken advantage of the opportunity to 
raise their price. 


"Use 
of the findings of the eommis 


sion for Boston aim vicinity as a just- 
ification of the advance in prices In 
other towns and cities is unwarranted," 
Mr. Allen said. 
"Outside of Boston, 


which is dependent on distant sources 
Cor its supply of milk,
